NEW YORK, June 24.—(UP)—A chemical compound 
known as chloroquine today was rated as No. 1 drug for use 
in prevention, control or cure of malaria. 


The rating came from the US. 
Public Health Service, which has 


ported “superior in most of these 


» just completed a survey of at/respects and is currently regarded 
least 10 compounds now -being|is the drug of choice for routine 


administered to sufferers of mala- 
tia, a disease that struck down 
thousunds of American soldiers 
during the last war. 

The survey also places chloro- 
quine ahead of the old reliable 
quinine, 

OTHER CHEMICALS 

Other chemicals surveyed by 
the health service included tota- 
quine, ‘quinacrine, oxychlordquine, 
sontochin, S, 10, 751, chlorguanide,

CANCER STUDY BYPRODUCT 


Radioactive Silkworms 
Aid Real Silk Synthesis 


NEW YORK, June 24.—(AP)— 
Science, official journal of 
American scientists, announces 
the creation of radioactive silk- 
worms, 

They make radioactive silk. 
But the purpose is to study 
cancer and growth, rather than 
learn how to synthesize silk, 
which is one job that has baffled 
chemistry. 

The work is done by a group in 
the medical laboratories of the 
Collis P. Huntington Memorial 
Hospital and the chemical and 
biological laboratories of Harvard 
University. 

They are trying to discover how 
to synthesize a protein, because 
proteins are. the biggest mole- 
cules, most cifficult to make and 
prebshly most important to life, 
Silk gives them a good chance, 
because it is made of fibrion, one 
of the largest protein molecules. 

How the silkworm makes this 
stuff is one of the puzzies of 


growth, and growth in turn is | 


one of the basie researches in 


hunting the cause 4nd maybe | 


cure of cancer. 


The Harvard group used radio- | 
active carbon atoms to light up | 


the innards of silkworms, so that 


the living process could be seen | 


in photographs. 


The worms spun cocoons, and 
the cocoons were radioactive. 
Fibers from the cocoons were 
lajd on photographic plates, in 
darkness, and took their own 
pictures by the radioactive rays, 
indicating that the radioactive 
atoms were in the big silk pro- 
tein molecules, 


Other experiments are starting 
to unravel the process further. 
If this pure science venture tells 
how worms maxe silk; it has a 
byproduct of great possibilities 
for the textile industry, because 
the knowledge will assist chem-

HAIL AND SNOW 

The size of rain and whether it 
will be hail, sleet or snow, depends 
upon the temperature and the sud- 
denness with which it is condensed 
But there are other things besides 
temperature that causes rain 


Scientists heve discovered that 
each tiny drop of moisture is form- 
ed around a particle of dust and 
herefore if there were no dust in 
the air there might be no rair 

Because the ground is general}, 
warm, the air lying close to its sur- 
face is heated and it when this 
heated air, fu of water vapor 
traveis upwards to coo) regions the 
water vapor is condensed and falis 
as rain 

That is the reason there is usu- 
ally heavy rainfall on mountains, 


especially if the range is close to 
the sea and the winds bring ia air 
heavily charged with moisture. 

Remember a little while ago we 
said that deserts are formed in 
areas of either extreme heat or 
cold? Over a tropical desert rain 
rarely falis because the air is so 
heated that it can hold an almost 
unlimited amount of water vapor 
Over a polar desert rain never 
fals because the air is nearly al- 
mos, always so cold that it cannot 
hold much water vapor. 

Water vapor is lighter than dry 
air, It is only when minute par- 
ticles of moisture join to form a 
drop too heavy for air to carry that 
rain falls

This ain't Lime- 
house any more. Why, in my young 
days it weren’t safe to walk down 
the atreet by yourself o’ nights...
